Chief Magistrate Criticises Reference 


In Written Protest to the Army and 
Says Local Officials Will Be Upheld 
In Efforts to Maintain Order—Fatal 
Rioting. 


Chicago, May 11.—A strongly word- 


ed protest against the sending of fed- 
eral troops to Chicago was submitted 
to President Roosevek. 
The protest 


was signed by C. P. Shea, president 
of the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters; 
Charles Dold, president 


of the Chicago Federation of Labor, 
and by other labor leaders. Charging 
that the employers have repeatedly 
spurned the request of the labor lead- 
ers for arbitration, the protest de- 
clares the employers openly boasted 
that federal troops would back up the 
employers' side of the controversy. 
"Peace," says the protest of the labor 
leaders, "rests not upon the militia 
or the army, but upon the patience 
and long suffering 
of the toiling 


masses. Can a few soldiers scare the 
men who make armies and who com- 
pose the flower of American man- 
hood?" 
Declaring that the workers 


will abide by the decision of an arbi- 
trator, even should that decision fail 
to be all that might be hoped for, the 
appeal to the president closes with 
the request that he consider all the 
facts in the case before he permits 
any abuse of federal power in comply- 
ing with a request for troops. 


The president, after reading the 


protest, replied in part: 


"As yet no suggestion of any kind 


has come to me from any source that 
I should take action. 
Of the merits 


of the case I am wholly ignorant. 1 
feel, however, that in view of one 
statement or series of statements in 
your letter, I ought to say this: I re- 
gret that you should in the letter 
have spoken at all of the use of the 
federal army as you have there spo- 
ken. 
No request has been made to 


me for action by the federal govern- 
ment, but at ttte same time, Mr. Shea, 
as you have in this communication 
to me .brought up that fact, I want to 
says one thing with all the emphasis 
in my power. 
In upholding law and 


order, in doing what he.is able to do 
to suppress mob violence in any 
shape or way, the mayor of Chicago, 
Mayor Dunne, has my hearty support. 
I am a believer in unions. I am an 
honorary member of .one union. 
But 


the union must obey the law just as 
the corporation must obey the law, 
'just -as every man, rich or poor, must 
obey .the law. As yet no action ha* 
been called for by me, and most cer- 
tainly if action is called for by me I 
shall try to do exact justice under the 
law to every man, so far as I have 
power.

and White Marble, Resemble* the 
Mausoleum of General Grant—The 
Trustees 
Fill Two • Vacancies on 


the Board. 


New York, May 11.—The trustees 


of the McKinley National 
Memorial 


association 
met and formally ap- 


proved the design for a mausoleum 
submitted by H. Van Jurne McGoni- 
gle. 
At present the bodf of Presi- 


dent McKinley is in a public vault in 
West Lawn cemetery, Canton', O. The 
association has purchased a tract of 
land adjoining the cemetery, which 
will be known as Monument hill. The 
approach to the hill, which is 74 feet 
high, called "The Mall;" which is 600 
feet in length, will be beautified at an 
approximate 
expense 
of ' $50,000. 


Along the middle of this mall, with a 
wide walk on either side, will be a 
waterway or artificial lake. A broad 
and massive flight of steps will lead 
from the foot of the hill up to and in 
fact form a part of the .mausoleum. 
From the foot of the hill to the top 
of the mausoleum the height of the 
stone structure will be in the neigh- 
borhood of 175 feet. The mausoleum 
will in general resemble the tomb of 
General Grant. The main feature will 
be a dome about 75 feet in diameter 
and 100 feet high. The structure will 
be of granite, but the interior will be, 
finished in white marble. The entire 
fcost will be in the neighborhood of 
'$500,000.

at the head end of ,the coaling trestle 
and the cars containing the wet sane1 
are placed over the storage bin and 
the sand disr-harged from self-dumping 
cars. The wet sand storage bins have 
a' capacity of seventy 
car 
loads or 


twenty-two -hundred tons. 
. The sand drying room is located in 
the corner in the center of the wet 
sand storage bin, and so long as the 
wet sand is stored on a level with or 
above the eaves • of the roof of the 
drying room it is conducted into the 
hopper of the" sand stoves by gravity. 
When the "amount of sand in storage 
comes below the roof of the 
drying 


room the sand is then shoveled into 
the stove hoppers. ( 


When any part of the sand in the 


stove hoppers 
becomes, burnt and 


thoroughly dry it flows through the 
meshes of the netting and falls to the 
floor onto 'the dry sand hopper, from 
which it is conveyed to the sand tank 
by gravity. After the dry sand tank 
is filled the application of about fifty 
pounds of air pressure closes the sand 
inlet valve and automatically 
forces 


the dry sand upward into the dry sand 
storage bin, from which it is conveyed 
by a suitable arrangement of valves 
and spouts into the sand boxes on the 
locomotives. This sand is used by the 
locomotives on wet and slippery track,

NOTED STRIKE BREAKER 


Said to H.ave Had Income 
of 
Fifty 


Thousand a Year for Five Years. 


Keeps Out of Sight. 


New York, May 11.—Next to Davis, 


the official executioner of New York, 
no man in this city keeps his where 
abouts as completely covered tip 
as 


James Farley, the strike-breaker. Un- 
til he was summoned to Chicago a few 
days ago to break the strike there, it 
was net known that he had spent all 
his time in New York since breaking 
the great subway strike. 


Farley's name does not appear in 


the directory and he is not known to 
have an office of rendezvous or a par- 
ticular set of cronies. It is only when 
industrial troubles arise that he bobs 
to the surface. 


It is said he made $20 000 out of 


the Subway strike here and that his 
income for the past five years has 
been at least $50.000 each year. 


Farley is a big man physically and 


a terror in a personal encounter. He 
has about 200 liciitenants, and with 
this small army for a nucleus he is 
willing to enter a fight against 50.000 
men, provided his employers furnish 
enough raw material for him to work 
with. 


The regular strike-breakers belong 


in a class by themselves. 
They do 


not want steady jobs, hut are always 
seeking out places of danger and ex- 
citement. In times of war these men 
would make great soldiers, but in in- 
dustrial conflicts they must wear the 
ignoble badge of "scabs." 
Since the 


organization of labor on one side and 
the integration of industrial enterpris 
cs on the other has reached a point 
of perfection, this new element 
has 


levelopod as a strong factor and makes 
the chances between masters and men 
about equal. 


It may not be generally known that 


the big unions maintain snies within 
the ranks of the feirike-breakerfa and 
that the strike-breakers 
also 
keep 


spies in the ranks of organized labor.
